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SERVICE TO LAMPS 



Mazda lamps are the most convenient and eco- 
nomical means of providing light. But whereas an 
installation of bare Mazda lamps will produce a 
good volume of light, the light radiates from the 
lamps In all directions, and a great deal of it is 
wasted. Besides, such light is glaring, and the 
shadows are deep and -liarp. 

In other words, light from bare Mazda lamps is 
raw material. 

To utilize this raw material most effectively is 
the idea incorporated In the Ivanhoe slogan of 
Service to Lamps. Light, to be useful, must be 
transformed into illumination. The light must be 
directed where it is needed, and its quality im- 
proved by diffusion so that glare is reduced and 
shadows softened. These results are brought 
about by the use of scientifically designed reflectors, 
installed in accordance with approved engineering 
practice. 

The need for good artificial illumination is evi- 
dent when it is considered that near the middle of 
the day a work-bench near a window may have an 
Intensity of ten or fifteen foot-candles of dayliglit. 
The light will be well diffused, casting shadow^s that 
are soft and luminous, so that the workman can 
perform his duties with ease and comfort. It is 



obvious that w^hen darkness comes on the work 
must suffer if it is performed under light of one or 
two foot-candles, and improperly reflected so that 
glare and sharp shadows are present. 

Realizing the importance of good illumination, 
several states have recently had lighting codes 
drawn up by experienced engineers, and these have 
been enacted into laws. Through investigations 
carried on by state commissions, it has actually 
been found that 23% of industrial accidents are 
due to poor or faulty lighting. Also that produc- 
tion has increased 10% and upwards where the 
lighting has been impro\ ed. The state codes 
generally cover the required intensities for various 
classes of industry, define glare, give recommenda- 
tions for mounting-heights, and in some cases even 
specify particular types of reflector equipment for 
certain classes of work. 

There is an Ivanhoe reflector for every service, 
to make good the Ivanhoe slogan of Service to 
Lamps. But the final Ivanhoe ideal is Service to 
Industry — a service which improves working con- 
ditions so as to increase production, reduce spoilage, 
and rai.-.e the standard of quality of the goods 
manufactured.

HOW TO PLAN A LIGHTING SYSTEM 



CLASSES OF LIGHTING 
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It is the object of this section to give general 
enginccnng data which will assist in pro\-iding 
better ilhinilnation most economically, without 
entering into a discussion ui fundamental principles. 

The first consideration in making a lighting 
insLallatlon should be to decide what kind oi light- 
ing is best ada[)ted to the particular industry 
invoK'ed, 

All industrial lighting may be dividcfl inttt three 
classes: General Lighting, Croup Lighting, and 
Local Lighting. 

General Lightinj^ 

With General Lighting, the room is liglued a^ a 
wluile without reference to the v\(>rk doTie at any 
particular point. With this system the light 
should be sufficient for the character of work [)er- 
formed a1 every point in the room. The distrib- 
uted unit system is employed, in which lights are 
arranged in imaginary stjuares, or rectangles 
ne<irly s(iuare, witli a lamp at the center of each. 
Where coarse work is performed the scjuares may 
be large; where fuie work is performed they should 
be small. A size of s(juare and mounting-height 
which call lor the use of the standard Bowl or Dome 
reflector (see Figure 5) is usually the best, but for

This t\ pe of lighting i- particu- 
larly suitable for large rooms with many machines 
of th<* same type, coxering for e\ami)!e such opera- 
tions as weaving, cotton spinning, buffing, metal 
spinning, small printing-press work. etc. Figure 2 
shows the application of Group Lighting o\'er 
looms in a large silk mill. It is homi-times difficult 
t(j distinguish between General Lighting and 
Grou[> Lighting, but in the former the room itself 
is lighted without reference to the location of the 
work, while in the latter the lights are always 
pla(X*d with particular reterence to the location oi 
the work. 

Gron[) Lighting is growing in f:n'or. and is being 
su(^(H*---fully ap])lii'd to classes of lighting formerly 
liandled onl} !>> Local Lighting. 

Local Lighting 

Local Lighting is the lighting of an\' Indixidual 
machi[ie or operation, usualK with a single lamp 
and reflector. It is ordinariK* emploxed to supple- 
ment (»eneral Lighting of a low intensity. Local 
Lighting is used on work-benches, lathes, sewing-

where Local Lighting is required. Angle 
Reflectors in 40 and 60-watt sizes, and 
the DAF-40 and DAF-60. are good 
reflectors for Local Lighting with their 
corresponding sizes of lamps. A good 
example of Local Lighting is illustrated 
on page 29 under Anderson Self 'Ad- 
justing Arms. In Local Lighting it is 
usually desirable to have some flexible 
means of supporting the lamp and 
reflector in order that an operator can 
place his light source at any position 
relatixe to the work. Following the 
Ivanhoe policy of Service to Lamps, 
this catalog lists a line of Anderson 
Self-Adju sting Arms which are ap- 
propriate for all classes of Local 
Lighting.

These various standard reflectors are described 
in detail in the paragraphs which follow. The 
T\^anhoe line also includes other reflectors, designed 
in response to special demands, such as the Focusing 
T\pe, the Wide T\ pe, and the Mazda C Enclosing 
Units, and these are also described in the followintr 
paragraphs. 

The Reflecto-Cap Diffuser 

Where fine and accurate work is i:)erformed, requir- 
ing a high intensity of illumination without sharp 
shadow- or glaring reflections, the Ivanhoe Reflecto- 
Cap Difl'user should be used. This type of unit is 
adapted to fine machine work, jewelry manufac- 
turing, printing, cabinet work, pattern making, 
various operations in the textile industries, and 
fine finishing operations, as <')n furniture, pianos 
and automobile^. The unit is so ctjnstructed 



as to cut out all direct light from the lamp, so 
that glaring reflections from bright surfaces are 
practically eliminated. The light is difl'used from 
a large porcelain reflecting surface, which softens 
shadows and lowers the brightness of the unit. 

These units are usually installed following the 
recommendations in llie paragraph on Gei.cral 
Lighting, but can sometimes be used to good 
advantage spaced with reference to the work, as in 
Group Lighting. They may i>e spaced a distance 
apart one and one-half times their mounting-height 
above the work, and this ratio should rarely, if ever, 
be exceeded. 

Dome or Distributing Type 

Use R L M Standard Dome for ^hizda C Lamps. 
Use ShalloiV Dome Type for Mazda B Lamps. 

These reflectors are generally app!ical">le to any 
industries which may be classified as Rough 
Manufacturing, Medium IManufacturing, or Fine 
Manufacturing. With them a great deal of light 
is directed at the higher angles, and tlie>* are, 
therefore, especially suitable for operations where 
the work is performed on \ertical surfaces. The 
depth of the R L M standard dome is such that 
ample protection from the glare of the lamp fila- 
ment is pro\ ided when the reflector is used on the 
average mounting-height, and this is particularly- 
desirable when Mazda C lamps are used. However, 
best practice requires that either a bowl-frosted 
lamp, or an opal cap, be used to conceal the lamp 
filament entirelv. 
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\Mien tliese reflectors are used it 
will usually be in accordance with 
the rules for General Lighting. The 
distance apart should be approxi- 
matelv one and two-thirds times the 
mounting-height above the work. 
This ratio can be increased to two 
or two and one-half where uniform 
illumination is not required, as in 
wareliouses and spaces where rough 
work is performed. 

Bowl Type 

Rules for the installation of the bowl 
type reflector are very closely related 
to those given for the Dome Type in 
the preceding paragraph, but w'ith 
this type the lamp filament is shielded 
at a lower angle, and Bowl reflectors 
are, therefore, often preferable to 
Dome reflectors for General Lighting. 
This type is especially suitable for 
installations where reflectors must be 
mounted low% in order that operators 
will not be anno^'ed by excessive glare. 
The distribution of light is rather 
strongly downward, and for this reason the Bowl 
Type is preferable for installations w here reflectors 
must be mounted at a considerable height to clear 
cranes, or to conform to the construction of the 
building. Bowl reflectors are also suitable, in the 
smaller sizes, for Local Lighting where a high inten- 
sity is desired over a small area. They can, there- 
fore, be used in either one of the three classifica- 
tions, namely, General Lighting, Local Lighting or 
Group Lighting. 

Bowl reflectors should be spaced a distance apart 
approximateh' one and two-thirds times the 
mounting-height above the work for either General 
or Group Lighting, and when used for Local 
Lighting, must, of course, be located with reference 
to the w'ork. 

Angle Type 

Angle type reflectors may be classified as special 
ser\ ice reflectors. They are particularly desirable 
in the large sizes in such industries as erecting- 
shops, machine shops where traveling cranes are 
used overhead, and similar classes of work. In such 
installations the overhead lighting often comes 
from reflectors mounted rather high, and it is 
usually necessary to build up the illumination on 
the working-plane from the side. In such cases 
Angle Reflectors are mounted along the side w^alls 
below the crane rails, at a suitable mounting-height, 
the distribution being such that the light is 
directed away from the wall, and toward the 
center of the room. In such installations the 
vertical illumination is built up, and light is 
received upon the work from each side, as well as 
directly overhead. This is an advantage in soften- 
ing shadows. In the smaller sizes this type is very 
gofxl for Local Lighting, where outlets must be

located close to the work and it is desirable to 
screen the lamps from the operator. 

Angle reflectors are required for sign and I)ill- 
board lighting, and are being used extensively for 
this class of lighting. Special installation data i^^ 
available for this class of service and mav be had 

■r 

on request. 

Focusing Type 

The use of Focusing Reflectors for General Lighting 
is limited to installations where an aluminum-finish 
reflector can Ijc Ubcd on hi^h ceilings. The dis- 
tribution of ligln is strongly downward, so that tlie 
light is confined to a sn;all area. For uniform 
illumination the reflectors must be spaced \'ery 
close together, the distance between them equaling 
three-fourths their height abo\'e the working-plane. 

These reflectors, in the small ^izes, are also well 
adapted to Local Lighting. They arc finished in 
aluminum only, and in sizes to accommodate 
Ma/da lamps of lOU watts and smaller. 

Wide Type 

The Wide Type should be used only for outdoor 
lighting, as in yards, and on platforms, where a 
wide distribution ot light is required, and it is not 
important that the lamps be screened. Reflectors 
are furnished in the R st\ le onh". with a soh'd top 
of rigid construction, containing a porcelain socket. 
The reflectors are weatherproof and easy to wire. 

Mazda C Enclosing Units " 

With the advent of the larger sizes of Mazda C 
lamps, there came a demand for this type of com- 
pletely enclosing units for display lighting, the 
lighting of store fronts, and similar outdoor light- 
ing. These units are of heav\' construction, and 
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SPACING OF OUTLETS 



In the preceding paragraphs the cor- 
rect arrangement of outlets for both 
General and Group Lighting has been 
pointed out, as well as the types of 
reflectors to be used. The spacing 
chart (Figure 5) shows the correct 
spacing of outlets for different types 
of reflectors and various heights of 
ceiling. If the type of reflector has 
been chosen, and the mounting-height 
is known, the proper spacing can be 
ascertained by locating the point 
where the diagonal line intersects the 
horizontal line corresponding to the 
mounting-l^eiglit. The vertical line 
intersecting this point represents the 
average distance between outlets. In 
like manner either the mounting- 
height or the type of reflector can be 
ascertained if the other two factors 
are known.

On account of the small effect of ceiling and wall 
reflection in lighting systems using metal reflectors, 
it is possible to present a chart which will show at a 
glance the size of lamp at a given spacing, or the 
spacing for a given sized lamp, to obtain any 
desired intensity. This chart assumes rooms of 
average size with a\^erage surroundings. In small 
installations (G lights or less), especially if the walls 
are dark, it is well to allow 5 to 15% more light than 
that shown by the chart. In very large installa- 
tions, especially if the walls are light, the efiiciency 
will be somewhat better than the chart indicates. 
For the Reflecto-Cap Diffuser, an increase of 25% 
in wattage should be made. 

The area to be lighted by General or Group 
Lighting is dixided into squares, or rectangles as 
nearly square as possible, and a light is placed at 
the center of each. Knowing the area of this space, 
and the foot-candle intensity desired, reference to 
the chart will show what size lamp to use. Select 
the lamp whose curve is next above the point of 
meeting of the horizontal line representing the area, 
and the vertical line representing foot-candles. If 
the point does not fall near a lamp curve, the size 
of the square may be increased or decreased. If it 
is desired to use a certain size of lamp, the problem 
may be w^orked the other way; starting with the 
size of lamp and the foot-candle intensity desired, 
the area which the lamp will illuminate can be 
determined from the chart. 
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CONSTRUCTION OF IVANHOE REFLECTORS 

hanhoe refiectors are made with three distinct types of extension to conforni tu difTerent 
systems of wiring and installing. These are the B-heel extension, the extension equipped 
with the 1) holder, and the R extension. 

The B-IIeel Type 

The B Heel is the nan.e applied to the fitter at the top of one l\ pe of 
extension. It pro\ides a con\*enient and practical method of attaching the 
rertector to a separable holder. Its advantage is, that when the reflector is 
used Avith an I\anhoe socket holder, or any standard Form O holder, it is 
possible to complete all wiring before hanging the reflector. 

The D T>"pe 

A second t\]:e of extension is furnished with a brass 
clip ring reinforced b>- the D clamp strap, or holder^ for 
attacliing directh' to brass sliell sockets. 

The R Type 

The k Kxtension gives its reflectors the name of **Solid 
Top/' This extension contains a porcelain socket which 
is held in place b}' a lock nut at the top of the extension. 
The socket is designed to fit a half-inch conduit. Besides 
pr(j\iding for easy wiring, all R Type reflectors are 
weather- ])roof.

How It Works 

The secret of the convenience and depend- 
ability of the arm lies in the construction of 
the two discs which form each joint. These 
di^cs are made of cast iron, with the center 
hollowed out so that one disc comes into con- 
tact with the other only at the extreme outer 
edge. The two discs are held together by a screw 
which passes through one disc and screws 
through the opposing disc, where it is locked by 
a nut. The result of this construction is a joint 
with a resilient tension which permits free 
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ADJUSTING ARMS 



motion, yet remains constant for years without readjustment. The 
discs are strong, and the weight of every part of the arm is carefully 
calculated to produce a well-balanced, durable fixture. 



Adjustment 

The proper tension is put on the discs before they leave the 
factory, and ordinarily no adjustment is required for a long time. 
If it becomes necessary to change the tension, however, this may 
be done by using two wrenches. First loosen the lock nut; then 
adjust the screw until the desired tension is reached; then tighten 
the nut. When the disc moves under the head of the screw it is 
evidence that the nut has locked the screw firmly and will main- 
tain the tension.
